ANS Executive Director Retires 


Leslie A. Elam, career administrator at 
the American Numismatic Society in New 


York, has retired as its Executive Director 


as of March 31. Ute Wartenberg, the 
Society’s Assistant Director, assumed the 
position of Acting Executive Director, 
effective April 1, and a search will be insti- 
tuted for a new Executive Director for the 
ANS. 

In accepting Elam’s decision to take 
early retirement, ANS President Arthur 
Houghton noted “Les Elam leaves with a 
solid and, in many ways, remarkable 
record of achievement behind him. He first 
came to the ANS in 1963 as Assistant 
Editor and quickly became immersed in 
the backlog of publications awaiting pro- 
duction. The 1964 issue of the journal 
remains the largest ever issued by the 
Society. He was appointed Editor in 1966 


and in the same year the position of 


Administrative Officer was created to 
define his increasing managerial responsi- 
bilities. In this capacity and as Director 
from 1972, he accorded administrative and 
logistical support to the Society’s joint 
sponsorship of the International 
Numismatic Congress held in the U.S. in 
1973. He took on similar responsibilities 
in the planning and celebration of the 
Society's 125th anniversary in 1983, 
including fund raising, special publica- 
tions, an international conference, and the 
installation of the new permanent exhibi- 
tion, The World of Money. 


“The following year, the ANS inaugu- 
rated the Coinage of the Americas 
Conference, developed from the vision of 
its then President, Harry W. Bass, Jr. From 
its inception, Les Elam has superintended 
this annual program that, over the years, 
has succeeded beyond expectations in 
exploring a range of topics in Western 
Hemisphere numismatics. He has also 
taken responsibility for the publication of 
the resulting Proceedings volumes. During 
the mid-eighties, he cooperated with Bass 
to extend computerized functions to all 
areas of the Society’s work, including the 
development of membership, fund raising, 
and accounting applications. 

“In the first years of this decade, Les 
worked closely with the Harry Bass 
Research Foundation to make the 
resources of the Society available on the 
Internet and later in developing the 
Society's own, highly acclaimed website. 
During the past five years in particular, he 
has expanded the scope of the Society’s 
outreach programs, improved its services 
to scholars and others, and instituted a 
series of symposia, lectures and other 
events at the ANS that have broadened its 
appeal to the general public as well as 
those who have a special interest in numis- 
matics. Most importantly, he has been 
instrumental in supporting our acquisition 
of our new headquarters at 140 William 
Street and in positioning the ANS for its 
forthcoming major move. 
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“Over nearly four decades, Les has 
earned our deepest appreciation for his 
tireless work to advance the interests and 
the goals of the Society. He leaves his 
position as Executive Director with the 
admiration, respect and thanks of the 
Council, the Society’s staff and, I am cer- 
tain, its entire membership. 

“Although retired, Les has agreed to 
continue to serve as Consultant to the 
Society. We are delighted that we will be 
able to avail ourselves of his experience 
and help in the coming years, even as we 
create a new future for ourselves at 140 
William Street.”

The Executive 
Director will lead the Society through a 
move to a new location in New York’s 
Financial District beginning in 1999 and 
will take responsibility for coordinating all 
aspects of renovation and preparation of 
the location. 

The Executive Director will have expe- 
rience in a non-profit environment, in par- 
ticular that of a museum, and will be 
expected to promote the Society’s growing 
mission as a museum. The Society has a 
strong scholarly tradition, and _ the 
Executive Director will be expected to rep- 
resent the Society accordingly on a 
national and international level. Academic 
knowledge of numismatics and a Ph.D. in 
an appropriate discipline are desirable. 
Salary is commensurate with experience.

140 Renovations 


The renovation of the ANS’s new home 
at 140 William Street in the Financial 
District is moving ahead at a rapid pace. 
Based on a program provided by the ANS, 
the project’s architect Sam White and his 
associate Josh Brandfonbrener presented a 
first draft of floor plans covering all six 
floors of the new premises. The staff and 
the Building Committee of the Society 
were very pleased with the initial plans, 
which confirmed that 140 William Street 
is indeed an ideal place for setting up a 
new museum. The individual floors of 
approximately 4,000 square feet form 
ideal entities for the various departments 
of the administration, curatorial, and 
library departments, which, in the present 
location on Audubon Terrace, are all split 
up into many smaller units. At the same 
time space for an education department, an 
auditorium for 200 visitors, and a mem- 
bership room will add much needed facili- 
ties to the ANS. Various consultants are 
inspecting the structural and engineering 
conditions, as well as giving due consider- 
ation to the special security concerns of 
the ANS. The various code regulations 
governing buildings in New York City are 
another focal point at this stage. 

The architects are particularly inter- 
ested in understanding the Society’s needs 
in order to produce an adequate allocation 
of floor space. Particular importance is 
being given to accommodating visitors to 
the ANS in a friendly and open manner. 
The desire to open the ANS beyond its 
recent constituency to a public interested 
in numismatics will affect both the curato- 
rial and the library departments. The coin 
collections will be housed in a single vault 
and curatorial offices will be on the same 
floor. Visitors and students, however, will 
work in a separate room so that there will 
be no distractions. The Library will be 
spread over an entire floor, on which 
numismatic material will be available on 
open shelves. 


HUNTINGTON 
MEDAL AWARD 


On Saturday, March 13 the Archer M. 
Huntington Medal was presented to 
Professor John S. Davenport, author of a 
large number of works on thalers and 
thaler-sized coins. Professor Roger A. 
Hornsby, a Councillor and a member of 
the Huntington Committee, read the cita- 
tion which was prepared by Committee 
Chairman Mark Salton. 

“Prof. Davenport has succeeded in rear- 
ranging several series which in the past 
had been a source of considerable confu- 
sion. The coinages of the Hapsburg 
dynasty, often erroneously described as 
‘Holy Roman Empire series,’ were 
grouped in a more organic way, showing 
that they were struck for geographical 
entities which in fact were personal pos- 
sessions of the Emperor, not politically 
dependent areas. The real Holy Roman 
Empire issues were those of cities as well 
as of ecclesiastical and temporal princes 
who manifested their imperial coining 
privilege by adding the emperor’s name or 
portrait on their issues....This body of 
research, the achievement of almost a life- 
time, has been and continues to be an 
immeasurable source of information and 
knowledge to the student and scholar of 
European history and numismatics, and 
we are all much indebted to John 
Davenport for his significant contribution 
to the science.” 


Metcalf Reads Response 


Professor Davenport’s health prevented 
his attendance. His reply was read by 
William E. Metcalf, Secretary of the 
Huntington Committee. 

“Tt is with a humble spirit that I see my 
name added to the list of distinguished 
numismatists who have been honored pre- 
viously with the Huntington award. 
Though my career in the field has been a 
long one, as I started collecting coins in 
March of 1921, I have never professed to 
be a scholar. Numismatics has been an 
ever delightful hobby, and my books were 
aimed at helping others to enjoy its pleas- 
ures and intellectual potentials. 

“The ANS was ever a changing source 
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Huntington continued 
of inspiration and discovery. For three 
decades in the 40s, 50s and 60s I spent two 
weeks each summer, and scattered weeks 
thereafter, immersed in the library and col- 
lections of the Society. I got to know well 
a succession of curators and librarians, 
some of whom became my friends. Their 
aid and enthusiastic support solved many a 
problem. At the culmination of my numis- 
matic endeavors I want to thank the ANS 
for honoring me with the Huntington 
Award. I regret that age and health prevent 
me from being present on this occasion.” 

Recent custom has the Huntington 
recipient giving a talk on a theme of his 
choice, but this year Curator of Modern 
Coins and Currency John M. Kleeberg 
spoke on “Coin Debasement and 
Countermarks: The Silver Gulden of 
Germany’s “Kleine Kipper- und Wipper- 
Zeit, 1667-1693." He discussed how 
countermarks of this period, despite ample 
documentation, can be as difficult to inter- 
pret as ancient ones. For example, the 
countermark of the Franconian Circle, 
which indicates that a gulden is up to the 
full standard of the Leipzig Convention, is 
found on undertypes where it should not 
occur, such as the very debased gulden of 
Count Gustav of Sayn-Wittgenstein. A 
solution to understanding countermarks is 
to realize that many of those which we find 
today are actually counterfeits of the 
period. These countermarks appear on the 
“wrong” undertypes, because counter- 
feiters of the epoch placed them there. 
Careful study of the countermarks and 
undertypes can distinguish which are 
counterfeits and which may possibly be 
genuine. Once the counterfeits are 
excluded, the countermark record 
becomes much easier to understand. 

After the address, a reception for mem- 
bers and friends was held in the Society’s 
exhibit hall.

School for the Deaf. She has been a volun- 
teer at the Center for Jewish Studies at 
Harvard College and has served as 
Chairman of the Library Committee at the 
Collegiate School. She is a keynote 
speaker of some repute and is well versed 
in educational matters, especially 
managing changes in the 90s and various 
financial matters. 

Along with all of her personal attributes 
and strong background, Linda Schapiro is 
the daughter of Eric and Evelyn Newman. 
She, therefore, brings a strong numismatic 
background learned on the knee of her 
father. Eric P. Newman who has served the 
Society as a Council Member since 1962 
is a noted collector and author of books on 
American Coinage. We are honored that 
Mrs. Schapiro has agreed to spear-head 
our Capital Campaign and all of our 
Development activities.

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COAC 1999: MONEY OF 
THE CARIBBEAN 


The Coinage of the Americas 
Conference, as its name suggests, is dedi- 
cated to the coinage and related numis- 
matic items of both North and South 
America. But because the ANS has a nat- 
ural constituency for United States and 
pre-federal coinage in particular, most of 
the conferences have focused on U.S. 
topics, and even where a broader topic was 
chosen (such as counterfeiting), most of 
the papers concerned U.S. or pre-federal 
coinage. Of the past fourteen conferences, 
only two have been dedicated to areas out- 
side the United States—1988 on El Peru 
and 1992 on Canada. This imbalance will 
be slightly corrected this year, when the 
ANS will hold a COAC on money of the 
Caribbean. 

Those who are particularly interested in 
the pre-federal coinage of the U.S. should 
not be disappointed either, however, 
because the monetary economy of the 
Caribbean was closely tied with that of the 
North American mainland colonies. We 
are doing a little violence to hydrography 
and, following Pridmore’s example, we 
are including Bermuda in the Caribbean. 
Hopefully someone will deliver a paper on 
the Somers Islands Coinage, which has 
traditionally been collected as part of the 
U.S. colonial series, appearing on the first 
page of the Red Book. Ralph Gordon’s 
excellent work on West Indian gold coun- 
termarked coins included a chapter enti- 
tled “A North American Detour” which 
sorted out the gold coins which were regu- 
lated by goldsmiths in the early United 
States, including Ephraim Brasher. For 
many years these countermarks had been 
considered to be West Indian pieces, and it 
was Gordon’s work on Caribbean coinage 
which re-attributed these pieces to the 
United States. 

We already have a number of promising 
presentations planned. F. Carl Braun, a 
long-time researcher in coinage of Haiti, 
will deliver a paper which clears up and re- 
attributes a major mystery of the 
Caribbean countermarked series. John 
Kleeberg has been collecting information 
about the 10 reales of Santo Domingo for 
many years and will deliver a talk entitled 
“Paper Chase: The 10 Reales of Santo 
Domingo.” Bob Leonard, remarkable for

Forum Address 


Michael Hodder, the 
researcher in American numismatics, pre- 
sented the 1999 Groves Forum Lecture to 
a near capacity audience at the ANS on 
April 10. His topic, “Western American 
Assay Bars Revisited,” was intended as a 
rebuttal of the conclusions reached by 
Theodore V. Buttrey in an article published 
by the ANS in 1997 on “False Western 
American Gold Bars.” Similarly, Hodder’s 
contribution is scheduled for publication 
in the 1999 issue of the Society’s 
American Journal of Numismatics. 

Hodder was introduced by ANS 
Councilor and Publications Committee 
Chairman Prof. John H. Kroll, who framed 
the context and importance of this partic- 
ular meeting. 

“I’m sure that our speaker is much 
better known than I am to most of you this 
afternoon, so perhaps I should take the lib- 
erty of first introducing myself. 

“At the University of Texas at Austin, I 
teach Greek archaeology and history. Ever 
since being introduced to numismatics in 
an ANS Graduate Seminar, I have been 
deeply involved in the numismatic schol- 
arship of ancient Athens. For the past five 
years I have also served as Chairman of 
the Society’s Committee on Publications, 
and about two years ago this ordinarily 
unproblematic responsibility really began 
to get interesting. It was in 1996 that T. V. 
Buttrey delivered the Huntington Medal 
Lecture on Western Gold bars, and the 
article which grew out of the lecture was 
then submitted for publication in the 
American Journal of Numismatics. None 
of us doubted for a minute that the article

would be regarded in some quarters as 
controversial and provocative, but it also 
seemed an important contribution, the 
kind of statement that deserved to be aired 
publicly and certainly should not be sup- 
pressed. None of us doubted either that it 
would, or should, provoke a response, and 
I'm glad to say that Michael Hodder has 
risen to the occasion and submitted a long 
counter-paper that will be printed late this 
year in the AJN of 1999. 

“So we are now in the midst of a con- 
troversy, and this is not to my thinking a 
bad thing. Controversy is good for histor- 
ical understanding. For one thing it keeps 
scholars employed; but more importantly. 
it advances knowledge by presenting new 
interpretations and new evidence and then 
tests them by putting them under the lens 
of intense criticism. 

“My field of ancient numismatics 
thrives on controversy, and I have always 
found the dynamics intriguing. Whether it 
be the date of the introduction of the 
Roman denarius, or of coinage itself in 
early Greece, or the exact chronology of 
the New Style coinage of Athens, the pat- 
tern is usually the same. Someone chal- 
lenges the accepted wisdom, someone else 
fires back defending it, and the dialogue 
continues on, back and forth, with more 
and more players joining in and new ev1- 
dence and new arguments added into the 
mix. Finally after a decade, or two, or even 
more, some unexpected new evidence 
shows up that is decisive, and the game is 
over. The field meanwhile has been greatly 
enriched, as old truths have either been 


overthrown by new ones, or as old, time 
worn truths are not only validated but also 
deepened and reinforced, or in other cases 
significantly modified and improved. So 
controversy is ultimately healthy for 
numismatics—as it is for society and poll- 
tics—but in order for scholarly contro- 
versy to work, views and research must be 
put out in the open and exposed to criti- 
cism. Proponents on all sides must have 
access to an open forum. This is the phi- 
losophy of the ANS Committee on 
Publications and, I think it is fair to say, of 
the Society in general. Not to take sides, 
but to provide a forum for serious, 
informed debate. May the best research 
and arguments win—on their own merits. 

“This is a roundabout way of intro- 
ducing Michael Hodder. But, with his 
expertise, his talk this afternoon, and the 
forthcoming publication of his assay bar 
research, we now are to have out there in 
the public domain another debate, and | 
for one am grateful. 

“Mr. Hodder began as a medieval histo- 
rian, having obtained his Master’s degree 
from the City University of New York and 
continuing in the doctoral program at the 
University of California at Berkeley. He 
was a participant in the 1978 ANS 
Graduate Seminar and, in his subsequent 
career at several major coin firms, most of 
his research has focused on U.S. coinage, 
particularly of the American colonial and 
early federal periods. He has worked in the 
coin department of Sothebys, at Spink and 
Son, and at Bowers and Merena where he

served as Director of Research. He is cur- 
rently a consultant to Stack’s. To keep 
things short bibliographically, let me just 
say that he is a frequent contributor to The 
Numismatist, the Colonial Newsletter, 
Coin World, and several ANS serials, as 
well a being the editor or co-author of four 
books.” 

Hodder divided his presentation into 
two sections; the first being a point by 
point discussion of the arguments 
advanced by Buttrey toward condemning 
this class of bars as twentieth century fab- 
rications. Hodder sought to demonstrate 
the existence of several examples of what 
he classifies as “unparted” bars contempo- 
raneous with their historical identity and 
continuing through the nineteenth century 
into our era. Following his discussion, 
Hodder illustrated and discussed a number 
of bars and related documents toward bol- 
stering his conclusion that the bars are 
authentic mid- to late-nineteenth century 
products of western mining and assay 
companies. 


CNL Weekend at ANS

the Society’s other journal, the Colonial 
Newsletter. ANS President Arthur 
Houghton, in welcoming remarks to the 
audience, noted that “in 1997 the CNL

appear in three issues each year under the 
leadership of Dr. Philip L. Mossman as 
Editor. Phil cannot be with us today but 
happily the other members of the team are, 
including our speaker, Michael Hodder. 
Gary Trudgen, here from upstate New 
York, is Associate Editor and also is 
responsible for seeing the journal through 
the press. We are especially honored to 
have with us today from Huntsville, AL, 
James C. Spilman, the President of the 
CNL Foundation and Editor Emeritus of 
the journal.” A hearty round of applause 
rewarded the CNL editorial team for their 
work on behalf of the ANS and the study 
of American colonial numismatics. 


Partrick Extols New Building 


Donald G. Partrick, ANS First Vice- 
President, provided a brief update on the 
Society's progress toward moving to its 
new location at 140 William Street in the 
heart of New York’s financial district. He 
predicted that the ANS would be fully 
relocated by the summer of 2000 and out- 
lined his vision for a new, more publicly 
oriented Society, committed to all facets of 
numismatics.

Society Publishes Sylloge 9 
by Osmund Bopearachchi 


The latest volume in the ANS’s Sylloge 
series, Graeco-Bactrian and Indo-Greek 
Coins, has just been released. The book 
was prepared by Dr. Osmund 
Bopearachchi of the Center for Scientific 
Research, Paris, and contains 1,745 coins 
in the Society’s collection. The vast bulk 
of these coins came as gifts and bequests 
from six generous and dedicated collectors 
and members of the ANS, A. J. Fecht, 
Harry W. Fowler, R. F. Kelley, Edward T. 
Newell, A. A. Rosen, and William FE. 
Spengler. The earliest coins are pre- 
Seleucid coins of Bactria including imita- 
tions of Athenian owls, the eagle series, 
and coins of Sophytes. Issues from three 
Seleucid rulers—Seleucus I, Antiochus I, 
and Antiochus Il—follow. The Graeco- 
Bactrian and Indo-Greek emissions begin 
with those of Diodotus I and II (ca. 250- 
230 B.C.) and run through those of Strato 
II (ca. 25 B.C.-A.D. 10) and include 1,671 
coins of some 40 rulers or so. As is usual 
with Sylloge volumes, tightly organized, 
terse descriptions are presented for each 
coin, and photographs of the obverse and 
reverse of every coin accompany the text. 


The Fowler Bequest 


In recent years the two major contribu- 
tors of this material have been Harry 
Fowler and William Spengler. Harry 
Fowler first discovered these coins during 
World War II while he was serving as a 
member of the King’s Royal Rifle Corps. 
His collecting interests led him ultimately 
to the ANS, which he joined. He was 
elected as a Fellow of the Society in 1974 
and then joined the Council in 1975. From 
1984 to 1990 he was President of the 
Society and continued to serve on the 
Council through 1995. As part of his 
estate, a substantial collection of out- 
standing Graeco-Bactrian and Indo-Greek 
coins was bequeathed to the Society, 
making the Society’s formidable collec- 
tion eminently suitable for publication as a 
Sylloge volume. This volume enables all 
those who study and/or collect these coins 
to directly access them with all the rele- 
vant, detailed information and one-to-one

photographs. Because of the concern and 
generosity of Harry Fowler and other 
donors, the Society has a truly wonderful 
collection of these coins. The support of 
his estate has enabled the publication of 
this lasting memoir of a collection so 
enhanced by his gifts. 


Spengler’s Gifts 


William Spengler, a Society Member 
since 1966 and a Fellow since 1971, is a 
retired foreign service officer who began 
his career in Pakistan and developed his 
love for the Graeco-Bactrian and Indo- 
Greek coins by living where many of them 
are found. Once upon a time these ancient 
coins turned up in the “junk” boxes of 
goldsmiths, silversmiths, and copper- 
smiths and were classed as “old” gold, 
silver, or copper. These coins were then 
sold by the gram or kilo carrying a modest 
premium over the price of “new” gold, 
silver, or copper objects. Once the smiths 
realized that there was a market for the 
objects themselves, however, these coins 
were then funneled into the dealers and 
collectors’ market, adding other levels of 
profit taking to the final cost. With his 
extensive experience in South Asia and 
and his knowledge of its bazaars and 
bazaargans, Spengler was able to find 
many fine specimens in the market that 
others would never have seen. 

Dr. Osmund Bopearachchi is a spe- 
cialist in Central Asian and South Asian 
numismatics. Educated in Sri Lanka, he 
went on to Paris for his graduate studies, 
completing a Ph.D. in archaeology at the 
Sorbonne. His doctoral thesis was 
Monnais greco-bactriennes et indo-grec- 
ques. Catalogue raisonne and was pub- 
lished by the Bibliotheque Nationale, 
Paris, in 1991. For this volume, he 
received the Gustave Mendel Award which 
is granted by the French Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles-Lettres. He spent 
time in Washington at the Center for 
Hellenic Studies where he published coins 
from the Smithsonian Institution. He has 
published many articles in a variety of 
research publications and travels widely to 
continue working on archaeological and 
numismatic projects.

Seminar on Forgeries 


Organized by the ANS, the ANA, and 
the University of Washington, the Seminar 
on Forgeries attracted over SO participants 
from all over the country to Seattle. Held 
March 26-28 at the university’s Mc Carty 
Hall, numismatists examined the difficult 
topic of forgeries and how to detect them. 
A wide variety of numismatic topics and 
periods proved to be very popular with 
participants who listened with equal atten- 
tion to lectures on ancient, Asian, and U.S. 
coins. J. P. Martin gave a general overview 
of U.S. coinage, commonly encountered 
forgeries, and how to recognize them. 
ANS curator John Kleeberg captured his 
audience by introducing them to U.S. large 
cents. Brian Silliman, who recently joined 
the ANA as Chief Authenticator, presented 
an interesting talk on forgeries of U.S. 
gold and other coins. 

The ancient series were covered by Ute 
Wartenberg and ANA Curator Robert 
Hoge, who explained the many pitfalls that 
Greek and Roman coins have presented 
the collectors and museum curators since 
the Renaissance. The problems of Chinese 
coinages and their imitations were the 
topic of Robert Hoge’s second presenta- 
tion, which was accompanied by a talk on 
Japanese pre-Meiji coins by Joseph 
Boling. Hands-on sessions, supervised by 
ANA Education Director Gail Baker, pro- 
vided everyone with material from the col- 
lections of the ANA, the ANS, and from 
private collectors and helped to set the 
contents of the various talks into a more 
practical context. Instructors and partici- 
pants all enjoyed the talks and the many 
interesting discussions during this short 
weekend. The seminar was made possible 
by the generous sponsorship of ANS, 
ANA, the University of Washington, and 
the Independent Coin Grading Company, 
but would have not happened if it had not 
been for the tireless efforts of Tom 
Sheehan and ANS Councillor Jere 
Bacharach.

Internet 

More and more numismatic activity is 
being conducted via the Internet. Recent 
developments include the announcement 
that Sotheby’s, the world’s oldest auction 
house, plans to launch sothebys.com 
through which it will offer art, antiques, 
jewelry, and collectibles. Not all the latter 
will interest numismatists, of course—the 
initial projected sale is of baseball memo- 
rabilia—but coins are likely to be a mean- 
ingful part of the online business. 
Classical Numismatic Group of Lancaster, 
PA, and London, which continues to 
expand its own on-line auctions, report- 
edly is developing plans also to auction 
coins in conjunction with the Internet 
bookseller, Amazon.com. 


Issues 

Few matters are more controversial 
than the effort to balance the interests of 
nations, museums, archaeologists, and pri- 
vate collectors with respect to cultural 
property. Reportedly the U.S. 
Government's Cultural Property Advisory 
Committee is interested in receiving pri- 


vate sector views with respect to a request 
from the Cyprus government that the U.S. 
impose import restrictions on “certain cat- 
egories of archaeological and or ethnolog- 
ical material the pillage of which, it is 
alleged, jeopardizes the national cultural 
patrimony of Cyprus,’ which might 
include coins. The European Union and a 
number of its member states are grappling 
with a range of similar topics. 

The April number of The Celator dis- 
cusses the apparent conclusion of one 
prominent related dispute, the so-called 
Decadrachm Hoard case, involving a large 
number of ancient silver coins—among 
them 14 Athenian decadrachms—the goy- 
ernment of Turkey claimed were exported 
illegally from its territory after being 
found near Elmali in April 1984. The prin- 
ciples, a partnership group headed by 
William I. Koch that purchased the coins, 
and the Turkish government, settled out of 
court after a decade of litigation. 
Reportedly, the partnership group turned 
over more than 1,700 coins to the Turkish 
Embassy, and Mr. Koch received a com- 
memorative medal from the Turkish 
authorities. Full details of the settlement, 
however, remain confidential.
